Don- Dunn received completely free, an 
58S,000 farm, graded and planted In a alnglo 
day, and a -completely furnished modern 
farm home, also built in a day. Merchants, 
contrpctoro and worklngmen furnished the 
equipment and the labor ' for this modem 
miracle, " 

All of this la a far cry from the experiences 
of two of the congressmen now representing 
this northwest country. 

Rep. Lowell Stoclcman. the Blx-foot-slx con- 
gresim an • f rom-nc s r P cndletonr Gre— whoM- 
dlslrlct covers the tremondoua eastern end 
ot the fltate. stlJl remembers ylvJdJy his ex- 
perience getting a start during the depres- 
elon. Ho saw It coming, he says, and saved 
- . tufio which he-burled.Jn_a_tln.csn._____. _ 

He lived on that during the lean years 
^vhlle banks failed and mortgages were fore- 
closed. Today he operates a 3,000-aore wheat 
ranch which he dry farms, letting half of It 
lie fallow on alternate years. 

Rep. Walt Horan of 'Washington, whoso 
lather was one of the pioneer settlcra near 
Wenatchee, was a little more fortunate dur- 
ing the depression days in that a bank 
was able to carry him through. But the bank 
allowed him only $15 a week to live on. And 
his wife had to raLse their live children on 
that. 

Contrast_that_wlth th6 S85,00O worth ot 
simple necessities which iSonald DumTKM 
been given for his new start In life. 

All this past Is but prologue for the still 
more Interesting story of Mr. Dunn which 
Is to come. How will he make out In the 
fnture? Having beeti> washed *ut and hav- 
ing lost all he hod on another farm In 
Kansas by the 1B51 Hoods, Don Dunn couldn't 
ask for more. 

"1 ouffht to clear $100 an acre on the 
acres of cultivated land," he says. "Other 
farmers all round here are doing It." 

For the first 10 years, Don Dunn will have 
to pay i5.60 an acre for his water. Then for 
the next 40 years he'll have to pay an ad- 
ditional $2,13 an acre towards the construe-. 
tion casta tor the canals that bring him 
the water. By the time he Is 80, this will be 
Iiald off. 

Anf young farmer receiving an (85,000 
head start, clear of debt, should, of course, 
make money or else there's something radi- 
cally wrong with the American farm economy. 

A group of 21 foreign agriculture, irrigation 
and public works officials, currently touring 
the United States under state department 
auspices, was in Moses Lake to see the farm- 
In-a-day demonstration. 

What they saw no doubt amaied them, but 
lor iforlous reasons it also shocked them.' In 
mosti of theli^ countries. S8fi,00O would be 
enough to modernise the agriculture lor a 
whole village. 

Not all the e.GOO new fanners expected 
In this Columbia basin In the next seven years 
get any such a plush start. Along the high- 
ways can be seen many new settlers Jiving 
In trailers or even tents. Some of them are 
building their own houses and shaclts with 
their own hands and no help. 

Also along the roads at frequent intervals 
can be seen the abandoned farms and farm 
houses, of earlier settlers who came here full 
of hope, like Donald TJunn, and failed to make 
a so ot It. 

The bureau of reclamation advises that 
every veteran making application for a larm 
In this area pnder the land-drawing system 
should have at least two years of farm ex- 
perience and an average of J4,500 In liquid 
assets to see him through the first year

This totals $10,000 required capital. Includ- 
Ing the house. The range In actual practice is 
from J10,000 to $35,000. Farming on this new 
frontier .Is no longer a poor man's game.
